The North Korean aaval forests and headquarters which had been established in 
Najinedong (230-15, 2-lO}-cre transferred at toe oeginning of April. 1950 to 
Songjin (2zgy-i2, LO-l40), A naval force of approxinately 1,500 was moved on 
13 April to the new base. 


2, Since Songiin hed no military barracks ‘or tha sew arrivais, about 500 of the 
naval personnel were accommodated in a twrship anchcred in the harbor, The 
remaiming thousand were quartered in the dormitery of the Songjin High Yre- 
quency Plant, at Sangpe-deng, occupying even the plant hospital. Construc- 
tion of military installations, inclwling barracks, was begun. immediately at 
Hanghysne-dong ( afl BES ), which was closei to civilian traffic.
